Veto 


THAT IT WAS FOR RETALIATION 


Because 2 Member Differed From the Presi- 
dent’s Views— Public Building 
Bills in Danger. 


WASHINGTON, May 13. —{Special.]— The 
administration organ, the Post, of this 
city, says of President Cleveland’s 
veto of Congressman Sowden’s  §109,- 
000 Allentown (Pa.) public building bill; 
“The others are quite handy, Mr. President,all 
within easy striking distance--McAdoo, Foran 
and all their jolly fellowship. Strike again, 
Mr. President, and strike hard. McAdoo will 
make 2 beautiful number two.” The 
president gave as his reason for vetoing this 
bill, that it is bad policy to build a house fer 
$100,000 when you can rent one for $1,300. 

The Tribune’s correspondent cites these 
facts this morning, and censures the president 
for vetoing this bill when he has already 
signed a bjll appropriating $300,000 for a new 
building at Birmingham, Ala., where the 
postoftice rent is but $975; another for a $75,- 
000 building at Springfield, Mo., where the 
rent is $383; another for $100,000 for Texar- 
kana, on the Texas and Kansas line, where the 
postofiice pays no rent, and the receipts 
of the ofiice are only one-third as much as at 
Allentown, and one for Lowell, Mass., to cost 
$350,000, where the rent is only 3 per cent on 
$100,000. 

It is not only republicans who censure the 
president for vetoing this bill, but democrats 
alike, for they know only toowell if he has 
adopted the principle upon which the Allen- 
town bill was vetoed, the many others which 
have passed the house this session stand very 
poor chances 4f receiving the executive signa- 
ture. If Mr. Cleveland’s true reason was, as 
the Post puts it, Cleveland democrats need 
have no fears, but it cannot be believed that 
the president would resort to such means to 
furnish a representative on aceount ef his op- 
position to the views and policy of the chief 
executive. They don’t believe this, even 
though it comes to them through the columns 
of a paper which is claimed to be the 
organ of the administration, and many have 
expressed grave fears for the safety of their 
pet measure. The Columbus building bill 
comes in the category. It will go through the 
senate this week, but Mr. Grimes has some 
fears of its safety in the hands of the presi- 
dent, although both he and Senator own 
will expend their every effort to get La. 
ture of Mr. Cleveland affixed.

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INJUSTICE TO CONFEDERATES. 


Some Inegualities in the Laws Carried 


Out. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—[Special.]—Under 
existing laws great injustice is done to many 
ex-confederates who have also served in the 
federal army, and in consequence at different 
times in the past effgrts have been made to 
relieve these statutes of their severities. At 
the present time the committee on pensions 
haye under consideration a measure affording 
special relicf in many such cases. Asis known, 
a number of soldiers and sailors of the late 
war had previous to such service in the federal 
army or navy, been conscripted or drafted into 
the confederate service. But under the pres- 
ent laws it is held that such soldiers and sailors 
are not entitled to the benefits of the 

ension and bounty laws of the 

Inited States. The measure provides, there- 
fore, that compulsory service in the confeder- 
ate army or navy shall not debar from the 
benefits of the pension and bounty laws such 
confederate soldiers, who afferwurds volun- 
tarily entered the service of the United States, 
and received honorable discharge therefrom ; 
and that the commissioner of pensions be 
authorized and directed to allow the claims for 
pensions of such soldiers and sailors upon 
proper proof submitted, as in other cases. Also 
that the treasury officials shall audit and allow 
the claims of such soidiers for bounty, in like 
manner in which similar claims of other sol- 
diers are allowed and paid. 

There is a strong feeling developing in con- 
rress that the United States should own build- 
ngs in all towns of any size, in 
which provision can be made for the 

efiicient transaction of the government 
business and the proper accommodation 
of the people, and in consequence a measure 
has been prepared in the senate providing for 
the construction of government buildings in 
every place where the annual postal receipts 
reaci: the sum of $3,000. Under this measure 
the following named places in the state would 
be entitled to such an improvement: 

Albany, postal receipts, $5,630; Americus, 
$4,946; Athens, $8,528: Bainbridge, 83,276; 
Barnesville, $3,123 ; Brunswick, $7,092: Colum- 
bus, $16,709; Dalton, $3,249; Gainesville, 
$3,542; Griflin, $4,474; LaGrange, $3,095; 
Macon, $52,245; Marietta, $4,003; Milledge- 
ville, 34,271; Newnan, $3,210; Rome, $10,329; 
Thomasville, $5,911. 

The committee on public lands have been 
asked to recommend the passage of a bill 
granting to the corporate authorities of Tusca- 
loosa, Ala., all the title and interest of the 
United States to land lying south of the War- 
rior river, for the following purposes: 

The parts of said sections of land constituting 
the ‘river margin,” the “‘streets of said city,” 
the ‘‘pond”’ and the ‘‘commerce’’ shall vest in 
the city absolutely favor.

THE CROP BULLETIN. 


The Conditions as Repurted by the Signal 
Service Bureau. 


Wasninaton, May  13.—[{Special.]—The 
crop bulletin for the week ended May 12, issued 
by the signal ofiice, says the weather has been 
especially favorable for growing crops during 
the wéek in the central valleys and in the dis- 
tricts on the Atlantic coast. Rains, which 
were much needed in winter wheat #egions 
and the eastern portion of the cotton region, 
oceurred during the week, and reports from 
those sections indicate that the weather has 
favorably affected cereals, pasturage and fruit. 
More rain is needed in the west portion of the 
cotton region, although the crops in that~ sec- 
tion are reported as having improved during 
the week. The season is reported backward in 
New England, where well distributed rains 
have improved the crop conditions. In Minne- 
sota and Dakota the season is apparently fif- 
teen davs late. Excessive precipitation and 
unusually low temperature for the season have 
been unfavorable to crops, and farm work in 
this section has been greatly retarded. 
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Carrier Pigeons for the Signal Service. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla.. May 13.—The estab- 
lishment of a carrier pigeon messenger service 
in connection with the signal office at Key 
West is a foregone conclusion. The order was 
recently promulgated by General Greely for 
the necessary loft, fixtures and training k- 
ets to be filled within a month. The order in 
cludes nest pans, perches, drinking fountains, 
bath pans and mating cages. The loft will be 
prepared to accommedate 500 birds, as evi- 
denced by the requirement of 500 leg bands to 
be marked, ‘“‘United States Signal Service, 
Key West, Fla.’”’ The first purpose of this 
service is to bring the adjacent islands, espe- 
cially the Bahamas, into communication with 
Key West, and thus by wire with the main 
land. The only drawback anticipated is the 
loss of birds in the sudden storms peculiar to

Clark Gaines. 


JUDGMENTS AMOUNTING TO $2,000,000

A Decision Which Will Settle for All Time 
a Celebrated Case—Review of the -- 
Long Continued Litigation. — 


; 
: 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—In the cuprtéme 
court of the United States, tomorrow will be 
handed down a decision in the famous case of 
the city of New Orleans against Myra Clark 
Gaines. In closing his brief as counsel for the 
heirs of Mrs. Gaines, Attorney Alfred Goldth- 
waitesays: ‘This is the last time her claim will 
come before this court. It is the final act of 
the drama in litigation, which has been Gar- 
ried on for more than fifty-three years.”’ 

Daniel Clark, father of Myra Clark Gaines, 
died in New Orleans, Augusta 16, 1813. He 
was a man of large fortune, active, thrifty aud 
accomplished. On May 20, 1811, he made a 
will in which he devised to his mother, Mary 
Clark, then in Germantown, Pa., all of his 
estate. Under this will, which was admitted 
to probate, Richard Relf and Beverly Chew 
were appointed executors. Before this was 
done, however, the attention of the court was 
called to the fact that another and later will 
had been made by Daniel Clark in July, 1813. 
An unsuccessful attempt was made to find this 
last will, 

Under the authority conferred by the pro- 
bate court, Relf and Chew, as attorneys of 
Mary Clark, sold to Evariste Blanc in Oétober, 
1521, a tract of land containing about 115 acres, 
then located in the suburbs of the city of New 
Orleans, but today situated in a populous dis- 
trict, The price paid was $4,759. 

In September, 1834, Blanc sold his entire 
purchase to the city of New Orleans for $45,000, 
porene in thirty years. In June of that year, 
iowever, the will of 1813 was found, and Myra 
Clark, then Mrs. William Wallace Whitney, 
filed her petition in the probate court to proye 
it. Notice of this contest was served upon the 
city before its purchase from Evariste Blanc. 

In 1837 the city of New Orleans subdivided 
the Blane tract and sold it in small lots, the 
total sum realized being $609,400. In the 
meantime Mrs. Whitney, afterwards Mrs. 
Gaines, wasoceupied in pressing her contest 
of the first will of her father. Time after 
time she was thrown out of court, usually 
upon a rejection of the evidence offered to 
prove- her mother’s marriage. For nearly 
twenty years she fought this phase of the case, 
battling for her mother’s honor. At last, in 
1855, the supreme court of Louisiana issued a 
decree acknowledging Mrs. Gaines as the 
rightful heir of Daniel Clark. 

The lost will was admitted to proba‘e in 
February, 1856, and under it Mrs. Gaines be- 
gan suit for the recovery of the Evariste Blane 
estate. Nolessthan 134 suits were brought. 
Then the war broke out, and for several years 
no progreos was made. © Finally, in 1878, after 
astruggle of more than forty years and the 
expenditure of the fortunes of her two haus- 
bands, Mrs. Gaines secured the right to the 

roperty left by her father. Butit was a 
arren right. The property was dilapidated 
and in the possession of poor, insolvent ten- 
ants, most of theim poverty-stricken working 
people. 

But the rich city of New Orleans was behind 
them. That corporation had sold the Bianc 
estate after notice had been served upon it, 
and was in @ measure responsible. Mrs. 
Gaines began suit against the city and finally 
triumphed in the United States circuit cctirt 
of Louisiana. The judgments amounted to 
nearly $2,000,000, The city, however, took an 
appeal tothe supreme court of the Unifed 
States, before whom the case was argued last 
October. Mrs. Gaines, worn out, impover- 
ished, but never despondent, died in 1885, on 
the anniversary of the founding of the city of 
New Orleans, a coincidence to which no little 
weight is attached by the old residents. Her 
heirs, however, are still found defending her 
verdict against the city, and the supreme court 
of the United States will fina'ly determine the 
case on Monday, setting at rest a litigation of 
over half a century.

This is the first re- 
union that has taken place since Quantrell’s 
death inthe Sisters’ hospital at Louisville, 
Ky., June 6, 1865. The men are rough, griz- 
zled specimens of humanity, having reta ned 
to a large extent their looks and bearing of the 
old davs. Their eyes tlash as brightly as ever 
as the wild scenes of a score of years ago are 
recalled. 

They speak freely of the cold-blooded mur- 
ders in which they had a hand, Andy Walker, 
son of Morgan Walker, was Quantrell’s first 
assistant in the state of Missouri.

_the woman could speak, but she had the 
Singular delusion that her head was very 
heavy, and when she sat up she carefully 
lifted her head by the hair.

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THE LEVEES BROKEN. 


A Missouri River Town Innundated--The 
People Seeking Dry Spots. 

Sr. Lovis, May 13.—At 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning the levee situated scuth of Alexan- 
dria, Missouri, broke in several places and 
vast volumes of water began pouring into the 
town, which was completely inundated. A 
spasmodic attempt was made to check the ir- 
resistable _ flood, but within 
minutes the laborers quit 
cepted the inevitable. It required 
than an hour to inundate the entire town, 
which is covered with water from two to six 
feet, submerging almost every foot of ground. 
The water having reached half of the houses 
their occupants have sought refuge in the 
upper stories of the buildings, where they will 
be imprisoned until the subsi- 
dence of the flood. In the main 
streets the water is fully three 
feet deep circumscribing the movements of 
the population and rendering transportation 
from one point to another possible only by 
means of skiffs or rudely constructed rafts. 
The side walks are overflowed, and skiffs are 
landed on the doorways of private residences. 
Business is entirely suspended. There has been 
no loss -of life mor great damage to 
yoperty within the town. At this point the 

lississippi is fully seven miles wide, and 
within range of vision one vast expanse of 
water greets the eye. The area of farming 
Jand in the Missouri bottoms that is submerged 
is estimated at 75,000 acres, and a continuance 
of the flood will result in an approximate loss 
to the farming community of that region of at 
least $3,000,000. 

High winds prevail today, which caused the 
waves to wash the opening in Warsaw levee, 
which affords protection to some 60,000 acres 
of fertile land. A report which reached the 
city that the Jevee had broken at a point four 
or five miles south of Warsaw could not be 
verified. 

Advices from the Red River 
report that the damage done to _ the in- 
habitants of ted Kiver valley in the 
past ten days is almost beyond computaticn, 
and the flow is the largest since 1843. Most of 
the plantations near the river have been cov- 
ered with water four to six feet deep, and 
many miles of fencing, cribs and barns have 
been washed down, and carried away. 
Many of the people have lost 
their household furniture, provisions and corn. 
In several places the river water extended 
from the hills of Arkansas to the hills of 
Texas, a distance of ten to fourteen miles. At 
West Norwood a negro was drowneu yester- 
day trying to swim from the overilow. Two 
white men were drowned in Mud oreek, and 
quite a number of deaths have been reported, 
but the names were not given. Planting in 
the bottoms will all have to be done over 
gain.

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DESTROYED BY FIRE, 
and Saw Works in the 
Flames. 
TPHILADZELputA, May 13.—[Special.]—A large 
brick building, which contained the stecl 
works and rolling mill of Dissten’s extensive 
saw works, at Lacony, was totdlly destroyed 
by fire, which broke out afew minutes after 2 
o'clock this morning. The fire was discovered 
bythe night watchman, who tured in the 
sleam, but although the fire department re- 
sponded very promptly, and the fire depart- 
ment of the establishment was at once brought 
into service, the structure was in 
ruins within an hour, causing a4 
loss of $300,000, on which there Is an insurance 
of $190,000. .The firemen, however, succeeded 
in confining the fire to the one building. The 
building was 400 by 100 feet in dimensions, and 
250 persons were employed in it, All will be 
thrown out of employment for some time, and 
2s all the work done in the establishment 
passed through this department, 1600 other em- 
ployes will be more or less affected. The mill 
wasthe most complete of the kind in the 
country, and an immense amount of machin- 
ery used was of the most improved kind. All 
of this will have to be rebuilt by the firm from 
drawings which were fortunately saved.

Mary Lea, Princess Noer and 
Countess von Waldersee. 


HOW SHE WON THF PRINCE HOLSTEIN 


A Dashing Belle From New York who Cap- 
tared a Millionaire Prince, and Later, 
Germany's Hero Statesman. 


Berlin Letter to London Truth. 

The ambassadors of some of the powers a? 
the court of Berlin act as if they had been in- 
structed to make up to the Princess Noer, 
Countess Von Waldersee. I remember that 
lady as one of the galaxy of pretty Americans 
who wére drawn here during the middle 
period of the empire by the ease with 
whieh access was then obtained to the 
most amusing court in Europe—that of 
the Tuileries. Son of those transatlantic 
charmers were etoiles filantes and had varied 
destinies, 

Eliza Cook got hold of the king of the 
Netherlands and of his son, and, with the 
former, of the petroleum springs on the 
Orange estate in New Jersey. She had such 
incomparable diamonds that the empress, to 
avoid seeming to compete with her at the opera 
house, used to go there unadorned with jewels. 
A New Orleans beauty, small, sparkling and 
petulant as a humming-bird, made abat, west 
of the old Marquisde Chasseloup Loume when 
he came to propose for her in the na balf his 
nephew, and at her far-famed fancy balls at 
the marine ministry opened the official world 
to many of her countrymen. Another eaute- 
ous American from Boston was all powerful at 
the home office in Persigny’s time; and De 
Moray’s death robbed a pretty New Englander 
of unbounded intiuence at the Palais Bourbon. 

THE MOST AMBITIOUS WOMAN IN EUROPE. 

But the American girl (or rather young lady, 
for she was more thau a quarter of a century 
in existence), who was carried highest by am- 
bition, resolution, audacity, style (in dress) 
and beauty was Mary Esther Lea, who now, as 
Countess von Waldersee, is about as bad a 
thorn asthere is amongthe many thorns in 
the side of the Empress Victoria. If trust 
were to be placed in the favor of princes, she 
would be certain to govern the German Em- 
pire through William Il and Augusta Victoria, 
when F rick If is called to another world. 
However, even should the favor she enjoys 


) continue, her xeign may be cut short, owing to 


the ill-health of the crown prince. 

In that event Priuce Henry would be regent, 
and his future wife, Irene, worships her Aunt 
Victoria. I have not seen the Princess Noer 
since she used to be boarding ground here. 
Her father was a Wall street operator, who 
was unknown to the Astors and Vanderbilts. 
and never grew to be amillionaire by his oper- 
ations. 

Atthat time Miss Lea was beautiful and 
very lively, but wanting in the suave graces. 
She still, lam told by a friend ho'ding an up- 
per function at the court of Berlin, has jolies 
restes, and in a couutry in which women of all 
ranks are heavy and graceless is of exceptional 
elegance. She has brains, is resolute, inde- 
pendent, sees her way to the objects she has in 
view, and is counted one of the most ambitious 
women in Europe. 

HOW SHE WON THE PRINCE. 

Mary Esther Lee picked up here that Prince 
of Holstein, who was among the beaux who 
revolved around the Duchessde Berri in her 
widowhood and settled down in life with a 
Danish heiress connected with the royal fam- 
ily. That heiress, I have been told, left him 
her fortune. He was born in the year 1, and 
was quite an old boy when David Lee’s daugh- 
ter bewitched him. The bew-tchment took 
place as the struggle between north and south 
was going on in America, and, he and she be- 
ing ‘‘honest’’ a marriage was the consequence. 

The old gentleman’s hobby was Syria, where 
he was bern. “Partant pour la Syria’ was 
then the national air of France, and after Miss 
Lea became Princess Noer she begged her il- 
lustrious husband te take herto the Holy 
Land. In going to the east he was away from 
his relatives, who naturally were hungering 
for his fortune, and he made a will leaving 
every thing to his bride. The hardships of the 
excursion were not great, seeing that it took 
place in winter, with every convenience which 
wealth and the good ofiices of Turkish Beys 
and Pashas and European consuls could pro- 
cure. Nevertheless, such as they were, they 
killed the poor old beau before the spring had 
come round. Asthereis no such thing in 
Danish law as morganatic marriage, her po- 
sition was a solid one, and the will was _ bind- 
ing. She was created Princess of Noer by the 
favor of Emperor Franz Joseph, who, at the 
time of the marriage, wanted to be (to defeat 
the plans of Bismarck) on the best of terms 
with the Schleswig-llolstein-Sonderburg-Au- 
gustenburg family. 

SECOND MARRIAGE TO THE COUNT. 

With her good looks, quick wits and im- 
mense fortune the princess was not long in ex- 
periencing |’embarras le choix in regard to 
suitors. After Count von Waldersee had coy- 
ered himself with glory at Sadowa she pre- 
ferred him tothe others. But, as she was not 
‘born,’ her Austrian title did not meet with 
any but sullen recognition at the Berlin court. 
The crown princess (now empress) was mis- 
trustful of her cleverness. The Princess 
Noer’s opportunity came after Prince William 
married the big Holstein princess, Augusta 
Victoria. The actual crown princess went 
to Berlin a tall, finely-built, country- 
bred girl, lumbering in mind and body, 
unattractive and incapable of improvement. 
The mental superiority of her mother-in-'aw 
and grandmother-in-law humiliated her. She 
had no taste for study,and good excuses for 
not studying, there being, since her first child 
was !orn, pretty nea ly always a baby in the 
cradle and another on the stocks. The Prin- 
cess Noer undertook to form her, bought 
lovely frocks and charming toysfor the ba- 
bies, gave life tothe dinnersand teas of her 
late husband’s grand-niece, and became indis- 
pensible to the imperial couple. 

It is irritating to the empressto have her 
path blocked by the Noer-William-Bismarck 
combination, and to find that the adroit prin- 
cess, nee Lea,is the rising sun. Sheis to 
Prince William (in point of moral influence) 
what John Brown was to Queen Victoria, and 
what the Battenbergs now are.

Mr. W. L. Lane, of this place, has shown 
us a curious old copper medal that was re- 
cently found at the site of an old house in the 
western part‘of the county. 
about the size and shape ofa half dollar. On 
one side it bears the head ofa man with the 
name, ‘John Herne Tcoke, esq. ;’”’ on the other 
side is ‘British justice displayed, Nov. — 1784. 
Erskine, Gibbs,’”’—then follows twelve other 
names in smallor letters. In referring to the 
biography of John Horne Tooke, esq., we find 
that he was born in England in 1736. In 1776 
he bitterly opposed the American war, and 
after the battles at Lexington and Concord, 
had the boldness to advertise for a subscription 
for the widows and orphans of the American 
soldiers who ‘‘were murdered by the king’s 
troops.’ The ministry prosecutedjhim tor libel, 
and on his trial he conducted his own defense 
that he might be able to speak his mind about 
the government. He wascondemned to one 
year’s imprisonment and to pay a fine of £200. 
He possessed a spirit that could not be curbed, 
and while in jail published articles reflecting 
all manner of ridicule and contumely on his 
prosecutors. This he kept up after his rclease 
from prison. Among his writings was a pam- 
phlet strongly supporting Wilkes and his 
party. Tooke and Wilkes became very in- 
timate, being men of the same stamp. In 
1794 John Horne Tooke was tried for high 
treason for his participation in the action of 
the ‘Constitutional Society,’’ and was ac- 
quitted, being eloquently defended by Erskine. 
This medal that has been found here in 
Wilkes county, was evidently struck off to 
commemorate the acquittal of this remarkable 
prisoner. Evskine was leading counsel for the 
defense ; Gibbs was probably associate counsel, 
and the twelve other names the -jurors in the 
case. This old medal must have been brought 
here by some of the early settlers of Wilkes 
county, who were among the admirers of this 
doughty champion of American liberty. 

HILLORY HENDERSON’S WIDOW. 
From the Hawkinsville, Ga., Dispatch, 

Mr. Lee Henderson, of Hawkinsville, re- 
ceived on Monday last from the pension de- 
partment of the United States government a 
check for one thousand and fifty-two dollars, 
payable to Mrs. Sarah A. Henderson, widow 
of Hillory Henderson, who was a soldier in 
the war of 1812. Mrs. Henderson lives in this 
county, On the east side of the river, on the 
old homestead of her husband. The check is 
the arrearages on a pension granted by con- 
gress in March, 1878, to the soldiers of 1812 or 
their widows. Lee Henderson is a grandson 
of the old soldier, and is associate principal of 
the Hawkinsville institute. His father, Mr. 
Tillet Henderson, lives near Snow Spring, 
Dooly county, and is about sixty-five years of 
age. <A few years ago, Lee attended school in 
North Carolina, and last year he determined 
to search the records for proof of his grand- 
father’s services in the war of 1812, in order 
to secure for his grandmother the pension 
allowed by congress ten years ago. He knew 
his grandfather moved from North Carolina 
to Georgia about 1516, Through the 
secretary of state of North Carolina in 
September last he was placed in correspond- 
ence with the quartermasgter-general of that 
state, and by paying the usual fee for service 
rendered in searching the records he learned 
that his grandfather, Hillory Henderson, was 
a soldier in a regiment of North Carolina 
troops in 1812. He enlisted in .a company 
from Onslow county, commanded by Captain 
William Mitchell, and the company wasa 
part of a regiment commanded by Colonel 
Maurice Mooie. Having secured the certiti- 
cate of the quartermaster-general of North 
Carolina to the foregoing facts, Lee forwarded 
the papers to Washington city, and asked the 
aid of Judge Crisp, the able congressman 
from this district. Our representative acted 
promptly, as he always does in behalf of con- 
Stituents, and the pension. department soon 
verified the records. It required several 
months and much work to establish the facts, 
but Lee Henderson is a young man with in- 
domitable will and energy. The result was, 
on Monday last the Knoxville agency for- 
warded to him for his grandmother a check for 
$1,052.67, being the amount of pension due 
from March, 1878, to March, 1888. The amount 
allowed was eight dollars per month from 1878 
to 1556, when the allowance was increased to 
twelve dcilars per month.

The Subject of Dr. Talmage’s 
Sermon Yesterday. 


Text: “The Sun Shall be Turned Into Dark- 
ness.”’ Acts ii, v. 20—-An Elo- 
quent Sernion. 


BrRoox.iyyN, May 13.—[Special.]~This morn- 
ing the Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., 
preached at the tabernacle toan overflowing 
congregation. The hymn beginning, 


“Stand up my soul, shake off thy fears, 
And gird the GespelI armor on;”’ 


was sung with magnificent effect. Dr. Tal- 
mage’s subject was ‘“‘Obscuration,’’ and his 
text: ‘The sun shall be turned into darkness.”’ 
Acts ii., v. 20. He said: 

Svlar eclipse is here prophesied to take place 
about the time of the destruction of ancient 
Jerusalein. Josephus, the historian, says that 
the prophecy was literally fulfilled, and that 
about that time there were strange appear- 
ances in the heavens. The sun was not des- 
troyed, but for a little while hidden. 

Christianity is the rising sun of our time, 
and men have tried with the uprolling vapors 
of skepticism andthe smoke of their blas- 
phemy to turn the sun into darkness. Sup- 
pose the archangels of malice and horror 
should be let loose a little while and be al- 
jowed to extinguish and destroy thesun in 
the natural heavens. ‘Phey would take the 
oceans from other worlds and pour them on 
this luminary of the planetary system, and the 
waters go hissing down amid the ravines and 
the caverns. and there is explosion after ex- 
plosion, until there are only a few peaks of 
fire left in the sun, and these are cooling down 
and going out until the vast continents of flame 
are reduced to asmall acreage of tire, and 
that whitens and cools off until there 
are only a few coals left, and these are whiten- 
ing and going out until there is nota spark 
left in al! the mountains of ashes and the val- 
levs of ashes and the chasms of ashes. An 
extinguisied sun. A dead sun. A_ buried 
sun. Let all worlds wail at the stupendous 
gbsequics. 

Of course, this withdrawal of the solar light 
and heat throws our earth intoa universal 
chill, and the tropics become the temperate, 
and the temperate becomes the Aretic, 
and there are frozen rivers and frozen 
lakes and frozen oceans. From 
Arctic and Antarctic regions the inhabitants 
gather in toward the center and tind the 
equator as the poles. The Slain forests are 
piled up into a great bonfire, and around them 
gather the shivering villages and cities. The 
wealth of the coal mines is hastily poured 
into.the furnaces and stirred into rage of com- 
bustion, but soon the bonfires begin to lower, 
and the furnaces begin to go out, and the na- 
tions begin to die. Cotopaxi, Vesuvius, Etna, 
Stromboli, Californian geysers cease to smoke, 
and the ice of hail storms remains unmelted 
in their crater. All the tlowers have 
breathed their last breath. Ships with sailors 
frozen at the mast, and helmsmen frozen at the 
whee!, and passengers frozenin the cabin; all 
patious dying, first at the north and then at 
the south. Child frosted and dead in the cra- 
dle. Octogenarian frosted and dead at the 
bearth. Workmen with frozen hand on the 
hammer and frozen foot on the shuttle. Win- 
ter from sea to sea. All-congealing winter. 
Perpetual winter. Globe of frigidity. Hemi- 
sphere shackled to hemisphere by chains of 
ice. Universal Nova Zembla. Theearth an 
ice-floe grinding against other ice-tloes. The 
archangels of malice and horror have done 
their werk, and now they may take their 
thrones of glaciers and look down upon the 
fuin they have wrought. 

What the destruction of the sun in the natu- 
ral heavens would be to our physical earth, the 
destruction of Christianity would be tothe 
moral world. The sun turned mto darkness. 
infidelity in our time is considered a great 
joke. There are people who rejoice to hear 
Christianity caricatured, and to hear Christ 
assailed with quibble and quirk and misrepre- 
sentation and badinage and harlequinade. 

I propose this morning ty take infidelity and 
athéism outof the realm of jocularity into 
one of tragedy, and show you what they pro- 
pose, aud what, if they are successful, they 
willaccomplish. There are those in all our 
communitics who would like to see the Chris- 
tian religion overthrown, and who say the 
world would be better without it. I want to 
show you whatisthe end of this road, and 
this crusade. and 
what this world will be when atheism and in- 
fidelity have triumphed overit, ifthey can. I 
say, if they can. 7 cdtevete it, if they can. 

In the first place, it will be the complete and 
anutterable degradation of womanhood. I will 
prove it by facts and arguments which no hon- 
est nan will dispute. In all communities and 
cities and states and nations where the Chris- 
tian religion has been dominant, woman’s con- 
dition has been ameliorated and improved, and 
she is deferred to and honored in a thousand 
things, and every gentleman takes off his hat 
before her. If your associations have been 
ood, you know that the name of wife, mother, 
lmahten, suggest gracious surroundings. You 
know there are no better schools and sem- 
Inaries in Brooklyn or in any city of this 
tountry than the schools and _ semi- 
naries for our young ladies. You 
know that while woman may suffer injustice 
in England and the United States, she has 
more of her rights in Christendom than she 
has any where else. : 

Now, compare this with woman’s condition 
in lands where Christianity has made little or 
no advance—in China, in Barbary, in Borneo, 
in Tartary, in Egypt, in Hindostan. The Bur- 
mese sell their wives and daugliters asso many 
sheep. The Hindoo Bible makes it dis- 
graceful and an outrage for a woman 
to listen to music, or look out of the window in 
the absence of her husband, and gives as a 
lawful ground for divorce a woman’s begin- 
ning to eat before her husband has finished 
hismea!. What mean those white bundles 
on the ponds and rivers in China in the morn- 
ing? Infanticide following infanticide. Fe- 
male children destroyed simply because they 
are female. Woman harnessed to a plow as 
an ox. Woman veiled and barricaded, and in 
all styles of cruel seclusion. Her birth a mis-. 
fortune. Ifer life a torture. 
Her death a horror, The mise 
sionary of the cross today in heathen lands 
preaches generally to two groups—a group of 
men who do as they please and sit where they 
please; the other group women hidden and 
carefully secluded in a side apartment, where 
they may hear the voice of the preacher but 
may not be seon. No refinement. No lib- 
erty. No hope for this life. No hope for the 
dife to come. Ringed nose. Cramped foot. 
Disfigured face. Embruted soul. Now compare 
those two conditions. How far toward this 


latter condition that I speak of would woman. 


0if Christian influences were withdrawn and 

hristianity were destroyed? It is only a 
question of dynamics. If an object be liited 
to a certain point and not fastened there, and 
the lifting power be withdrawn, how long 
before that object will fall

I make noremark in regard to those 
ersons.” I make no remark in regard to 
hem. In the silence of your-own soul make 
your observations. 

If infidelity triumph and Christianity be 
bverthrown it means the demoralization of so- 
tiety. The one idea in the Bible that atheists 
and infidels mogt hate isthe idea of retribu- 
tion. Take away the idea of retribution and 
punishment from society, and it will begin 
very soou to disintegrate ; and take away from 
the minds of men the fear ef he}l, and there 
Are agreatinany of them who would very 
s00n turn this world intoahell. The majority 
of those who are indignant against the 
Bible because of the idea of punishment are 
nen whose lives are bad or whose hearts are 
impure, and who hate the Bible because of the 
idea of future punishment for the same reagon 
that criminals hate the an wegen Oh, I

The mightiest restraints today against theft, 
‘gainst immorality, against _libertinism, 
against crime of all sorts—the mightiest re- 
straints are the retributions of eternity.

He 
stands at the end of the road of profligacy, and 
he will not clear the guilty. Take all idea of 
retribution and punishment out of the 
hearts and minds of men, and it would 
not be long before Brooklyn and New York and 
Boston and Charleston and Chicago became 
Sodoms. The only restraints against the evil 
passions of the world today are Bible restraints. 
Suppose, now, these generals of Atheism 
and infidelity got the victory, and suppose 
they marshalled a great army made up of the 
majority of the world.

Duff in India, of David Abeel in China, of Dr. 
King in Greece, of Judson in Barmah, of Da- 
vid Brainard amid the American aborigines, 
and send home the three thousand missiona- 
ries of the cross who are toiling in foreign 
lands, toiling for Christ’s sake, toiling them- 
selves into the grave. Tell these three thou- 
sand men of God that they areof no use. 
Send home the medical missionaries who are 
doctoring the bodies as well as the souls of the 
dying nations. Go home, London Missionary 
society. Go home, American board of 
foreign missions. Go home, ye Mora- 
vians, and relinquish back into 
darkness and squalor and filth and death the 
nations whom ye have begun to lift. Oh, my 
friends, there has never been such a nefarious 
lot on earth as that which infidelity and athe- 
ism have planned. We were shocked a few 
‘ears ago because of the attempt to blow up 

he parliament houses in London; but if infi- 
delity and atheism succeed in their attempt, 
they will dynamite a world. Let them have 
their full way, and this world will be a habi- 
tation of three rooms—a habitation with just 
three rooms: thé one a mad-house, another a 
lazaretto, the other a pandemonium. These 
infidel bands ef music have only just | 
their cencert—yea, they have only been strimg- 
ing their instruments.

Rev. Hugh O. Pentecost Suddenly Dismisses 
Miss Lily Runals, 
From the New York World. 

There is trouble in the congregation presided 
over by Rey. Hugh O. Pentecost, at Masonic hall. 
Miss Lily Runals no lepger delightsthe Unity con- 
giezation with her soprano voice. Mr. Pentecost 
conducts, under the name of Unity Congregation, 
three diflerent assemblies, one at Masonic hall,a 
second atthe Criterion theater, Brooklyn, and the 
third in Library hall, Newark. He preaches in this 
city atll a.m.,in Brooklyn at3:30p.m., andin 
Newark at 7:30 p.m.every Sunday. There is no 
organized church society. Mr. Pentecostis solely 
in charge, and receives all contributions and pays 
the expenses. He allows himself a salary of $25a 
week ateach place,and nets thatamount in this 
city and Newark. In Brooklyn the receipts have 
not yet come up tothe paying point. Some of the 
New York congregation have lately agitated in fa- 
vor of a church system more in accord with congre- 
gational ideas, but Mr. Pent eccst stated last Sunday 
that he had given the mattcr consideration, and did 
not think it would be prudent to organize a socicty. 

Mr. Pentecost thus does as he pleases in all mate 
ters pertaining tohbischurch administration. About 
two months ago he was induced to engage for the 
services in Masonic hall Miss Lily Runals as a sing- 
er. Miss Ronals isa Wisconsin girl and was educa- 
ted in thiscity with Professor Alberto Laurence 
and Mme. Cappiana, and has sung in Dr. Thomas's 
and Dr. Lorimer’s chhurchesin Chicago. She came 
to this city professionally last summer, and ap- 
peared in Chick ring and Steinway halls. When 
she became connected with Mr. Pentecost's congre- 
gation she at once stepped into favor and began to 
arouse a good deal more enthusiasm than the 
preacher himself. The programme at Masonic hall 
is not altogether religious, in the strict sense of the 
word, and when Miss Runais sang ‘‘Ninety and 
Ning’ and “The Moneyless Man” and other ballads 
she was encored with a heartiness that some of her 
hearers say embarrassed the preacher. However, 
Mr. Pentecost wrote to her several times compli- 
menting her on her singing. 

Miss Runals was very much surprised to receive 
May 1, a lettersummarily terminating her cn:age- 
ment. In that letter Mr. Pentecost said: ° 

I have decided to make a change in my musical 
progremme by introducing a string quintette and 
dispensing wilh vocal solos, This will be somewhat 
less expensive, and 1] hope the improvement in the 
instrumental music will partly compensate for the 
lack of singing. Our engagement will therefore 
close with last Sunday, according to the terms of it, 
by which it could be terminated at any time by 
either of us. It is needless to say that your singing 
has been acceptable, because the applause of the 
congregations has attested that fact. and itisa 
pleasure to know that our relations have been so 
pertectly agreeable.

Algeria's Ambition.

After an existence of fifty-seven years asa 
French colony Algeria has determined that it 
is time to be released from financial leading 
strings and to have a budget of itsown, and 
this suggestion, originated and warmly sup- 
ported bythe governor-general, has been 
unanimously adopted by the council superior. 


When the armies of Louis Philippe first de-- 


scended on its coast the colony, according to 
the recent report of our consul in Algiers, was 
almost waste land. It has now nearly 9,000,000 
of acres under cultivation, of which 190,600 
acres are vineyards. The annnai exports of 
the colony amount to £38,000,000, there is a 
daily service of steamers to» France, 1,250 
miles of railroad are in working order, and 
profound peace exists everywhere. Yet taxes 
in Algeria are still collected by the central 
power and confounded with those of France,so 
that the colony is actually ignorant of the 
amount of its own resources. 


AFTER THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Some of the Tenants of the James Bank 
Block are Indignant. 

Some ofthe tenants of the James Bank 
block, or rather Central Bank block, are talk- 
inginrather strong terms about what they 
consider the needless delay on the part of the 
board of health. 

Sometime ago complaint was made to the 
board of a nuisance in the building which, 
itis claimed endangers the lives, or at least 
the health, of all the people working in the 
vicinity. 

The matter came up before the board at its 
meeting last week. Captain Stocking, of the 
Merchants’ bank, Dr. Hutchison Sand others 
whose places of business are in the vicinity,were 
among the witnesses, as was Dr. Olmstead, 
who testified concerning several cases of 
typhoid iever, which were largely attributed 
to odors arising from this particular nuisance. 

“The testimony,” said Dr. Hautchi- 
son yesterday, ‘‘wasdirect and to the 
point. Everybody agreed that the  nuis- 
ance was one which endangers the 
health and perhaps lives of many Peo le, 
and that it should be promptly abated. The 
board should have ordered it out at once, but 
instead of that they put it off again by referring 
toaplumber. This delay has created a great 
deal of talk, and the talk is unfavorable to the 
members of the board. Thecase is one which 
demands immediate action.’’

One million fish were taken to Iceville yes- 
terday and were deposited in the Chatta- 
hoochee. 

The fish commission car is still in the city.

HON. ALBERT H. COX. 


His Reply to an Allusion to His 
Past Record. 
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Review to His Letter of January 1882, In 
Which he Called for a New Party 
What the Chronicle Says.

ATLANTA, Ga., May 12, 1888.—Editors Au- 
gusta Chronicic; I note in your issne of the loth 
instant the following: 

Hon. A. H. Cox was included among the dele- 
gates from the state et large, as was bullotined - by 
the Chronicle currespondent Tuesday night. Mr. 
Cox isan able anda popular man, a fine lawyer, 
and has done some service in the past. Mr. Cox 
Was once badly disatlected in his party views and 
proclaimed himself ina letter as an advocate of a 

arty “bound by no pretext to the democrds and 

y no subterfuge to the republicans,” 

Thanking you for the kind reference to myself, 
personally and professionally, let me reply to the 
last sentence, and show if I can that it.is not true 
that I was ‘“‘once badly disaflected in my party 
views,” but that the sum of my offending was the 
entertaining, and for a short time only, a mere 
theory which led to no action, and which was cal- 
culated asa stroke at “the enemy’’—i, e., republi- 
canism. 

Let me premise by stating that upon no essential 
principle—upon no principle—have I ever been at 
variance with the party. Noman of reputation has 
ever charged that upon me. 

Let me add that l’ve never in my life made an in- 
devendent race, nor thought of it; thatI've never 
voted for an independent nor aided one; that I've 
never failed to support and vote for a democratic 
nominee against either independen'sor republicans, 
Southern born and ored,asa boy I answered the 
first cali of tne drum of my state; as a youth I par- 
ticipated in the first rally after defeat; as an officer 
I aided in restoring order (no one e er charged in- 
efficiently); asa legislator I did enough to show 
what colors were over me, and as an aspirant ior 
higher honors I claim to have done as much by un- 
selfishness in restoring democratic harmony to our 
democratic district asany nan. There ended my 
public life, and there’s not one action in it that 1 
would recail or undo. 

The letter from which you quote was written de- 
clining to go further in politics. In it I was theo- 
rizing—‘ looking far abeed”’ (quoting from it), and 
it was ata time of my lite when a natural Gisposi- 
tion to freely think bad not been qualified by expe- 
rience. * 

Tiere cre no mistakes in that letter as to the 
ends aime i at—there was a mistake as to means by 
whieh to arrive at them. T:me has d.monstrated 
fully both the truth of the thought and the mistake 
as to the ineans, 

The letter, asa theory, propounded that it would 
be wise for a third party to be formed to further 
the views of those who wished seciionalism and 
corruption to Le4riven out of tederal trey on This 
sentence comprised it all: “*fhe leaders have en- 
cumbered the party and the party has encumbered 

he leaders. and both have failed to drive sectional- 
ism out, because both furnished the enemy with 
plausibie proof adroitly used, however false the 
conclusion, that the people of the south, not a unit 
before the war, but soliditied by the war, still cling 
to the dangerons doctrines, etc., of the old regime.” 

The advanced ground taken was that “the practi- 
cal men of America are trving to get together; they 
will want some agent (a party) without precedents 
distasteful to any,some party without a past, on 
whichto concentrate, coll through which to fur- 
ward their views. If this movementis not made 
the vehiele of their efforts some other in much the 
same shape will naturally be originated.” 

And very naturally it did come upin fact. It did 
not come through another party. (There were ny 
mistake) 1 should have foreseen that the demo- 
cratic party would advance. It was foolish, yes; 
but not worthy of having been pursued, as it has 
been, until the state has been filled with misappre- 
hensions. In the very next deino- 
cratic national convention Bragg, of 
Wiseonsin, in seconding the nomination of Cleve- 
land, echoed the same thought as follows: “Let 
oureold war horses be retired with honor; but our 
peopie say give us new blood; give us something 
thathas come to manhocdand position since the 
war, that we may hearno more about what wok 
place at before and during the war.” 

The democratic platform of 188i went “to the 
people in the calm confidence that the popular 
voice will pronounce in favor ot new men and new 
and more davorable conditions,”’ etc. 

Gariand, after his visit to the president-elect, said 
‘this idea is not the rehabilitation of the old demo- 
cratic purty. * * * On {he contrary, Mr. Cleve- 
land proposes to organize a new party * * * 
founded on democratic principles, as enunciated by 
the convention of I*81, in their letter and spirit and 
not a@teording to thé absolute doctrines of the past, 
and asks the co-operation or all good citzzens north 
or south. east or west, in placing the nationon a 
higher plane of politics and public duty.” 

-o you will see thatthe views I expressed in the 
bud have been held by others in the bloom, and as 
our party iseven now grarling with the sectiona!- 
ists (Ingalis and the like, who are the only dis- 
unionists of this era), I beg leave tochallenge the 
discredit which (without explanation) you would 
placegpon me. I’ve not protiuded this before (for, 
while Leing constanUy fired upon, I wasin private 
life), but I am now the accredited servant of the de- 
mocracy of Georgia, and state boldly that I’ve never 
by any action or thought rendered mpseilf un- 
worthy of their trust. This verdict in my favor was 
rendered at Atlanta. 

While at this business let me review, for one mo- 
ment, the only other charge ever made against me, 
Forthis I shali fee: indebtea to you as for a courtesy, 


. because it is not directly, though it is nearly, relat- 


ed to the above. It grows out of the same idea. 

Just after the surrender of the presidency, and 
just after the impeachment trials in Georgia, many 
deep passions, patriotic as well as personal were up 
in ourstate. They are happily buried, and 1 would 
not for any personal reason disturb their repose. 
My record was made (if it was sequestered) and it is 
not under any bushel. 

There were po reasons to cause me to believe that 
Mr. Stepheus wasa necessity then to our state affairs. 
I feared he would not be nominated; but was assured 
he would make the race anyhow. The accuracy of 
the assurance I never had reason to verify, because 
he wastaken up by the party, But, pending that, 
on special invitation I meta a of gentlemen, all 
democrats, at the Markham house, to confer about 
what should be done ifthe issue cameup, We did 
nothing but issue a call for a mass meeting to con- 
sider what shou!d be done.

DELICATE OPERATION. 


Removing a Snake Three Inches 
Long From a Mare’s Eye, 


A Description of the Process—Tho Second 
Authenticated Case on Record 
in America, 


BAttTmMore, May 13.—On Wednesday oftere 
noon Dr. Thomas W. Spranklin, assisted by 
Veterinary Surgeon John. S Colton, snecess. 
fully removed a living worm or ‘‘snake”’ from 
the eye of an old mare belonging to Mr. Stans! 
berry, of Patapsco Neek, in this state. The’ 
animal,adark bay, about fifteen and a half 
hands high, has been in the stables of Rice & 
Marshall, on North Frederick street, for sey 
eral days and has attracted a good deal of at.’ 
tention from the curions. The parasite, tech. 
nically known as filaria oculi equinus, wag 
three inches long and had the general appear. 
ance of a piece of gray silk thread. It had its 
abiding place in the aqueous humor of the 
mare’s leit eye, and was in a state of inces:ant 
motion, wriggling about after the manner of 
the animalcul®# seen ina drop of water under 
a microscope. It was first noticed in the mare’s 
eye about six month’s ago, when it wasso 
smallas to be barely discernible. It grew 
steadily until it attained its present size. It 
was never still a moment, but kept up its ac- 
tivity without pause day or night. The pcor 
old mare was kept in a state of 

PERPETUAL NERVOUS EXCITEMENT 
by it and wasted away till her ribs almost proe 
traded through her rusty coat, and her flanks 
were as thin as it was possible for anything of 
flesh to be. Many showmen visited her and 
offered to buy her for exhibiting purposes, but 
her owner would not sel! her to them. 

This was the second authenticated case of 
The other was 
in New York, and was operated on by Dr. 
Pomeroy at the New York American Veteri- 
nary college, on Fifty-fourth street, about ten 
or twelve years ago. The animal was placed 
under the influence of chloroform and the 
worm removed, but, having some heart trouble, 
it died under the operation. 

Dr. Spranklin began his operation by see 
curely binding the old'mare so she could not 
move, and then laid her down on her right 
side. Then her left eye was treated with a 
solution made of nimety-three parts of rose 
water and seven parts of cocoaine. Small 
quantities of this solution were dropped into 
the eye, at intervals of five minutes, seven or 
eight times until partial anawsthesis was ob- 
tained and it could be touched by the finger 
without pain tothe animal. Then an incision 
was made in the eye from the outer canthus or 
corner, between the corner or eyeball and the 
sclerotic coat or white of the eye. The incis- 
ion was made by means of a sharp lance 
shaped like an arrow head. The incision wag 
made; at about right angles with the eyelid, 
and so that it would be almost whelly covered 
by it when in its normal position. The instru- 
ment was kept in the wound until aequeous 
humor hadexuded. Then it was still retained 
in position and used as a guide fora pair off 
very delicate spring forceps, whose blades wera 
inserted into @:-e opening. The lance was then 
removed and Dr. Spranklin, placing the index 
finger of his left hand upon the opposite side 
of thé corner, gently but firmly pushed the 
parasite toward the blades of the forceps. It¢ 
was so very active that four or five times 

IT WRIGGLED AWAY 

from their grasp. At last he was able to geta 
tight hold upon it and draw it out. It wag 
very lively and iived for several minutes—in 
fact, unti] it was placed for preservation in @ 
small vial of alcohol. The lips of the incision 
were drawn together and closed in a flap, the 
aqueous humor again flowed into and tilled 
the corner, and in Jess than three-quarters of 
an hour the old mare was back in her stall eate 
ing as calmly as though such a thing as a deli- 
cate surgical operation was beyond her ken. 

Dr. Spranklin is firmly of the opinion that 
unless inflammation should ensue from want 
of proper nursing of the eye it will soon be ag 
wellas it ever was, both in appearance and 
strength of sight. As to how the worm got 
into the animal’s eye, he inclines to the idea 
that its germ was taken intothe mare’s system 
through water which she drank.

The 
animal, adark bay, about fifteen and a half 
hands high, has been in the stables of Rice &’ 
Marshall, on North Frederick street, for sev 
eral days and has attracted a good deal of at.’ 
tention from the curions. The parasite, tech- 
nically known as filaria oculi equinus, wag 
three inches long and had the general appear.’ 
ance of a piece of gray silk thread. It bad itg 
abiding place in the aqueous humor of the 
mare’s left eye, and was in a state of incessant 
motion, wriggling about after the manner of 
the animalcule seen in a drop of water under 
a microscope. It was first noticed in the mare’s 
eye about six month’s ago, when it wasso 
smallas to be barely discernible. It grew 
steadily until it attained its present size. It 
was never stilla moment, but kept up its ac- 
tivity without pause day or night. The pcor 
old mare was kept in a state of 
PERPETUAL NERVOUS EXCITEMENT 
by it and wasted away till her ribs almost proe 
traded through her rusty coat, and her flanks 
were as thin as it was possible for anything of 
flesh to be. Many showmen visited her and 
offered to buy her for exhibiting purposes, but 
her owner would not sell her to them. 
This was the second authenticated case of 
The other was 
in New York, and was operated on by. Dr. 
Pomeroy at the New York American Veteri- 
nary college, on Fifty-fourth street, about ten 
or twelve years ago. The animal was placed 
under the influence of chloroform and the 
worm removed, but, having some heart trouble, 
it died under the operation. 
Dr. Spranklin began his operation by seq 
curely binding the oldimare so she could not 
move, and then laid her down on her right 
side. Then her left eye was treated with a 
solution made of ninety-three parts of rose- 
water and seven parts of cocoaine. Small 
quantities of this solution were dropped into 
the eye, at intervals of five minutes, seven or 
eight times until partial anesthesis was obe 
tained and it could be touched by the finger 
without pain tothe animal. Then an incision 
was made in the eye from the outer canthus or 
corner, between the corner or eyeball] and the 
sclerotic coat or white of the eye. The incis- 
ion was made by means of a sharp lance 
shaped like an arrow head. Tlie incision was 
made} at about right angles with the eyelid, 
and so that it would be almost wholly covered 
by it when in its normal position. The instru- 
inent was kept in the wound until acqucous 
humor hadexuded. Then it was still retained 
in position and used as a guide for a pair off 
very delicate spring forceps, whose blades were 
inserted into @-e opening. The lance was then 
removed and Dr. Spranklin, placing the index 
finger of his left hand upon the opposite side 
of the corner, gently but firmly pushed the 
parasite toward the blades of the forceps. It 
was so very active that four or five times 
IT WRIGGLED AWAY 
from their grasp. At last he was able to geta 
tight hold upon it and draw it out. It wags 
very lively and iived for several minutes—in 
fact, until it was placed for preservation in @ 
small vial of aleohol. The lips of the incision 
were drawn together and closed in a flap, the 
aqueous humor again flowed into and filled 
the corner, and in Jess than three-quarters of 
an hour the old mare was back in her stall eate 
ing as calmly as though such a thing as a delis 
cate surgical operation was beyond her ken. 
Dr. Spranklin is firmly of the opinion that 
unless inflammation should ensue from want 
of proper nursing of the eye it will soon be as 
wellas it ever was, both in appearance and 
strength of sight. As to how the worm got 
into the animal’s eye, he inclines to the idea 
that its germ was taken intothe mare’s system 
through water which she drank.

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A GREAT INVENTION. 


A Process for Utilizing the Stalks of Cotton, 
Palmetto and Ramie. 

For several weeks there have been on exhi- 
bition in the office of the clerk of the superior 
court samples of pulp made of the hulls and 
stalks of the cotton plant. The pulp is as white 
a8 Snow and can be converted into the finest 
writing paper. It is regarded as valuable and 
is the product of parts of the cotton plant hith- 
erto deemed valueless. 

The process by which itis made is new. It 
is a process by which the ligneous substances 
of the hulls and seed are dissolved. By this 
process over fifty per cent of the 
fibre is extracted from the bulls 
which have been regarded as 
fit only for fuel in the mills or for feed and 
fertdlizing purposes, and which were sold for 
four dollars a ton. These converted into pulp 
will be worth four times as much or about for- 
ty dollars aton. From the stalks usually left 
torotin the fields this new process utilizes 
about thirty-eight per cent of fibre ata very 
smallexpense. It has been settled that there 
are fertilizing properties in the oil of the cot- 
ton seed, and it is asserted thatthe fibre will 
not decompose forsix years and cannot be 
used as a fertilizer. This is why the woody 
mattereliminated from the stalk and hull is 
much more valuable as a decom- 
posing fertilizer than the entire seed. 

y the same process the ramie plant 

and its troublesome cousin, the bagasse stalk, 
13 met and overcome. By the decortating pro- 
cess the fibre was crushed and torn out bya 
slow and expensive process. Inthe new pro- 
cess the lignine is simply dissolved out and the 
snowy films ofthe ramie, and the tawnier 
threads of the sugarcane are coaxed out as 
easily as the infantile kitten to its milk. 
_ These specimens have been shown to prom- 
inent citizens of Atlanta by Mr. Walter T. 
Forbes, who has bought all rights for the en- 
tire south. Mr. Forbes takes pleasure and 
pride in showing the samples and explaining 
the modus operandi of the wonderful process. 
Among the specimens are four or five varieties 
of pulp extracied from the cotton hulls, from 
the stalks, from the lintings and dustings of 
the cotton mills, from the cactus plant, from 
the saw paimetto and the ramie plant. 

Mr. Forbes is brimful of enthusiasm, 
and does not hesitate to say that his 
new process will revolutionize the 
methods of the cotton planter. He 
believes it will make the eotton crop 50 per 
cent more jvaluable than it now is. Mr 
Forbes has been all through Texas, Louisiana, 
Mississipi and Arkansas, and he met with en- 
couragement everywhere. He contemplates 
establishing mills at half a dozen places in the 
south. Of course Atlanta is one of these 
points. Moneyed men of this city to whom he 
has explained the nature of the invention and 
shown the products have expressed their con- 
fidence in his enterprise and will co-operate 
with him in pushing it forward.

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THE DARK SIDE. 


Mr. Dan Stanford Accidentally 
Shoots Mr.,.Felix Jones. 


A Quartette of Boy Burgiars Arrestcd—Ella 
Tillman Run in for Trying to Shoot 
Emma Gresham—Other Points. 


‘A most distressing accident occured at the 
residence of Mrs. Martha Stanford at 578 De- 
catur street lastnight which will probably re- 
sult in the death of a worthy young man. 
Abont 7 o’clock, Mr. Dan Stanford, his sister 
an d Mr. Yelix Jones, a friend of 
the family, were just on the 
point of leaving the house for church 
when Mr. Dan Stanford picked up a pistol 
which was lying on the mantel and began to 
examine it. He was justin the act of revolv- 
ing the cylinder, when the weapon t off 
with aloud report, The ball entered right 
eye of Mr. Felix Jones and penetrated his 
head. lodging, it ig supposed, in 
his brain. The unfortunate young man 

as placed upon a bed in an 
unconscious condition, and in a short time 
Dector Dan Howell, Mel Martin and E. vu. 
Reeder arrived. 

News of the accident was at once telephoned 
to the station house, and Mounted 
Oiticer Bruce Harris proceeded 
the house and arrested Mr. 
Stanford who was brought to the 
The Eyoung man was groatly. shok d 
at the terrible occurrence, and showed deep 
grief. Ile staied that the shooting was purely 
accidental, and that he did not even know 
that the pistol was loaded. The weapon wa; 
brought tothe station!ouse. It is a British 
bulideg. forty-four calibre, and was left at the 
house two weeks ago by Mr. Hanbrick, a 
young man who formerly boarded with 
Mrs. Stanford. Mr. Stanford isabcut eighteen 
years of age and Mr. Felix Jonesabouttwenty. 
Both yvoung men are cmployes of the furniture 
actwory of Roberts & May, znd were devoted 
friends. They attendeda picnic together at 
Moore’s-ill Saturday and were together all 
day yesterday, and up to the time that the ac- 
cident happened. 

Friends of Mr. Stanford called at the sta- 
tion and offered to give bond for his appear- 
ance, but Chief Connolly thought it best to 
hold him uniil an investigation has been 
made. 

Everything goes to show that the shooting 
Was purely accidental, and nobody re- 
grets it more sincerely than Mr. 
Stanford. At half past ten o’clock 
news reached the station that Mr. Jones was 
barely alive and that he could not survive 
through the night. The members of his fami- 
ly had reached his bedside. He was still un- 
canscious and had not been able to utter a 
word since the bullet entered his brain. 

Tried to Shoot Her. 

Will Gresham and Ella Tilman, both col- 
ored, were locked up yesterday aftcrnoon—the 
former on suspicion, the latter for disorderly 
conduct, with the prospect of cases being made 
against her for carrying concealed weapons 
and assault with intent to murder. 

Thereby hangs atale. For some time past 
they have. been working on a new railroad near 
Coosa, Ga. It seems that Gresham, though a 
married man, his wife living in Atlanta, is on 
very iiitimate terms with Ella. Ella gave him 
her trunk a few days ago with instructions to 
Ship it to Atlanta. Gresham shipped the 
trunk from Coosa to Rome instead, 
and = then came down to Atlanta 
to sce his wile. Ella landed 
in Atlanta Saturday night and _ yester- 
day afterncon she wrote Gresham a note stat- 
ing that she would like to see himat the East 
Tennessee depot at three o’clock—she wanted 
to know about that trunk. Gresham was not 
at home, but his wife, Emma Gresham, was. 
She read the note, and promptly at three 
o’clock she went to the East Tennessee 
depot and met. Ella. As a matter 
of course a big quarrel ensued, and af er 
Emma had told Ella what she thought of Ler 
in sulphurous language she started home. 
E'ja followed her up, and when she got to 
Greshbam’s house his wife had already arrived 
and was sitting cn the front steps sunning her 
infant. E.'a approached her with blood 
in her eye, drew a pistol from 
her inside pecket and was on the pont of 
shooting EKmmawhen an old negro woman 
stepped between them, and during the trouble 
Patrolman Starnes appeared on the scene and 
arrested Ella Tillman, who now oserpies a 
cell at the station. The pistol was taken from 
the woman’s pocket. State cases will not be 
entered against her until tlre city case against 
her has been disposed of. 7 

Boy Burgtar. 

Yesterday afternoon about 4 o'clock, the 
Bone brothers, {Luther King and Ed McCune, 
ali white, climbed up a wagon pole which was 
leaning against the warehouse of Armistead 
& Co., and entered the building throuch 
a window, and after cutting open a few two- 
pound oyster cans went into the office, where 
they found a box of matches. They struck a 
few and lighted their cigarettes and went back 
into the warehouse. One of the boys dropped 
a lighted cigareite on a bale of cotton, and in 
a few minutes a couple of bales of cotten were 
in a blaze. The boys tried to’ ex- 
tinguish the flames, but failing, got frightened 
and ranout of the building. Chief Joyner 
ran down with bis chemical engine and put 
out the fire. Laterin theafternoon the same 
quartette broke into the dime store on White- 
hall street and stole a suit of 
clothes and a few other things. A 
little boy named Gray heard the boys 
talking avout how they entered the warehouse 
and dime store, and informed Patrolman Love 
Barnes, who caught the small four and ran 
themin. Intheir possession were found the 
suit of clothes, a bottle of bronze, which they 
had taken from the warehouse and a num- 
ber of pocket Knives which 
they had stolen from McDowell and Shea on 
Alabama street. Tho ages of these boy bur- 
glars range from six to twelve yerrs.

Senator Brown Asks for More 
Money 


70 DEEPEN SAVANNAH’S HARBOR, 


and Shows Where Insignificant Places Have 
Twice as Much Appropriation in the 
River and Harbor Bill—Not&. 

WasninoTon. May 14.—[Special.}—Senator 
Brown this morning offered an amendment to 
the river and harbor bill to make the appro- 

tation for Savannah harbor $250,000 instead 
of $90,000, as it stands in the bill which re- 
cently passed the house. In support of this 
amendment the senator made a few remarks 
on the subject in which he said the great Cen- 
tral railroad system has its offices and termi- 
nal at Savannah. It controls over 2,210 miles 
of railsoad and has intimate business relations 
and connections, exchanges business with sey- 
eral thousand additional miles—the Central 

aud the Savannah, Floridaand Western 

,and the East Tennessee system, iu 
connection with the steamship [nes that 
run from. Savannah to New York. 
and Béston, Comprising about 5,000 miles, cen- 
tering at Savannah, pour into her Jap immense 
commerce Which is increasing in tonnage with 
great rapidity every year. The only thing that 
has prevented enormous growth has been the 
want of a suflicient depth of water to accom- 
modate the seagoing commerce that has been, 
in some measure remedied and every foot of 
additional depth given to the harbor causes 
large commercial increase in the business of 
the city. When the estimate for the last pro}- 
ect with the secretary of war for getting twen- 
ty-sigit feet depth of water is carned 
out, the commerce of Savan- 
nah will reach annually several 
hundred million dollars. 
ate’s attention to the unjust and unreasonable 
discriniination which has been made against 
Savannah in the river and harbor bill. The 
estimate for the completion of the improve- 
ment of Charleston harbor is three million dol- 
lars, of which about one million and a half has 
already been appropriated. Chariesten’s ex- 
ports amount to $17,410,000; imports, $653,000 ; 
a total of $18,045,000 Forthisyear for that 
harbor the house bill appropriates $350,000. 
Mobile’s commerce for 1886 is put down at less 
than three millions. The project for a 
twenty-tliree feet channel is 46“ @sti- 
mated to cost 2 miilion and a 
half. The bill appropriates for this year a 
quarter of a million. 

Cumberland Sound’s improvement is esti- 
mated to cost £2,071,023; already appropriated, 
$367,500; the amount proposed by this bill for 
this year, $112,500, with a totaljeommerce for 
1886 of $4,660,000. The improvement of Sabine 
Pass, Texas, is estimated to cost $3,177,006; 
appropriated up to now, 3548,750. The amount 
proposed by this bill for this year is @ quarter 
of a million dollars. The latest attainable 
statistics give the commerce for 1583 to be 
$125,000. The estimated cost of the improve- 
ment cf Galveston harbor is $8,478,000, of 
which $1,778,000 has been appropriated. This 
bill appropriates $600,000 for this year for 
the ship channel and entrance to the port. 
The appropriation for the harbor of Savanna 
from 1874 to 1881, inclusive, amounted to

$482,000. In 1881 the engineer estimated that |
